SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 21.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.}] The United States Cir- 
cult Court of Appeals issued a writ of 
habeas corpus today in the case of 8S.

Price was convicted January 16 by 
Judge Wilfiey of the United States 
Court for China, at Shanghai, of as- 
sault with a deadly weapon, and sen- 
tenced to six months in jail. An ap-

The second message at 7:30 says: 

“The position of the Berlin is still 
dangerous. The heavy gale is still 
blowing. We have tried to take off the 
passengers with ‘tugboats and life- 
boats, but without success up to the 
present time.” 
| The third message, received at 7:62. 
this morning, follows:
